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Enrollment  of  5,487  is  Record  for  Spring  Semester 


Board  Approves 
Budget  Request 

Northwestern's  request  for  $7,- 
605,789  in  operating  appropria- 
tions for  tlie  1968-69  fiscal  year 
has  been  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  according  to 
President   Arnold   R.   Kilpatrick. 

The  college's  request  for  1968- 
69  is  22.8  percent  more  than 
Northwestern's  budget  appropria- 
tion of  $6,192,308  for  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

Northwestern's  budget  request 
is  based  on  the  State  Board's 
student  credit  hours  formula  for 
allocation  of  funds  to  colleges 
and  universities  under  its  con- 
trol, President  Kilpatrick  said. 

The  request  approved  for 
'  Northwestern    by    the    board    for 

the  coming  year  is  a  $1,413,481 
I  increase    over    the    appropriation 

for  the  current  year. 

President  Kilpatrick  explained, 
however,  that  the  increase  would 
!  have  been  only  $799,176  had  the 
I  board's    formula    been    fully    im- 
plemented  for   the   current   oper- 
'  ating  budget. 

I      Northwestern  fell  $614,305  short 
I  of  receiving  the  full  implementa- 
tion of  the  formula  in  the   1967- 
I  68  appropriations. 

"Severe  cuts  had  to  be  made  in 
!  several  areas  of  our  current  oper- 
I  ating  budget  because  we  received 
!  only  91.1  percent  of  our  imple- 
i  mentation  of  the  formula  this 
year,"  said  President  Kilpatrick. 

For  that  reason.  Northwestern 
requested  and  the  board  ap- 
proved an  "extraordinary"  bud- 
get appropriation  of  $614,305  to 
compensate  for  the  current  short- 
age caused  by  the  failure  to  re- 
ceive full  implementation. 

President  Kilpatrick  said  the 
extra  funds  will  be  used  for  ma- 
terials and  supplies,  equipment 
and  the   library. 

"Our  appropriations  request, 
which  we  feel  is  very  conserva- 
tive, is  based  on  our  rate  of 
growth,"  said  President  Kilpat- 
rick. "The  22  percent  budget  in- 
crease we  have  requested  is  iden- 
tical to  the  22  percent  increase 
we  recorded  this  year  in  enroll- 

ent."

Response  to  Doctoral  Program 
Even  Greater  Than  Anticipated 


President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
of  Northwestern  said  this  week 
that  response  to  the  school's  new 
doctoral  program  "has  been  even 
greater  than  we  expected." 

Northwestern  was  granted  per- 
mission by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  in  December  to  begin 
offering  doctoral  degree  pro- 
grams in  education   next  fall. 

Dr.  Leo  T.  AUbritten,  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  School,  said  more 
than  150  application  requests  and 
letters  of  inquiry  have  been  re- 
ceived from  10  states  since  the 
initial  announcement  of  the  pro- 
gram. 

Letters  from  students  interest- 
ed in  the  program  have  been  re- 
ceived from  Louisiana,  Mississip- 
pi, Alabama,  Tennessee,  Iowa, 
Colorado,  Pennsylvania,  Texas, 
Alaska  and  Arkansas. 


Officials  at  Northwestern  are 
preparing  for  a  large  increase  in 
the  Graduate  School  during  the 
summer  and  fall  semesters. 

Northwestern  began  moving  to- 
ward the  doctoral  degree  pro- 
gram last  year  when  it  became 
the  first  college  under  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  begin 
offering  the  Specialist  Degree  in 
Education.  The  Specialist  Degree 
is  30  hours  beyond  the  Master's 
Degree. 

"In  addition  to  the  many  new 
students  who  have  shown  inter- 
est in  the  program,"  said  Dr.  Kil- 
patrick, "we  have  some  200  stu- 
dents on  the  campus  who  have 
already  received  their  Master's 
Degrees  and  are  enrolled  in  the 
Specialist  Degree  program.  Many 
of  these  will  remain  in  college  to

Up  11.8  Percent 
Over  Last  Year 

Northwestern's  enrollment  of 
5,487  this  semester  is  the  largest 
spring  term  enrollment  in  the 
83-year  history  of  the  college,  ac- 
cording to  President  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick. 

The  spring  registration  total  is 
an  increase  of  577  students  over 
the  enrollment  during  the  spring 
semester  of  1967,  which  was  4,910. 
This  spring's  enrollment  mark  is 
a  jump  of  11.8  percent  over  last 
year's  figure. 

Increases  over  last  spring  were 
evident  in  all  five  schools  of  the 
college.  The  Graduate  School 
showed  the  largest  hike  with  an 
enrollment  of  1,095  as  compared 
to  915  last  spring. 

Enrollment  in  the  School  of 
Business  soared  from  1,239  to 
1,476  and  in  the  School  of  Edu- 
cation, the  increase  was  from 
1.484  to  1,613.  Other  figures  by 
schools  are  999  in  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences and  304  in  nursing. 

Northwestern's  Graduate 
School  increase  over  last  year 
was  19.7  percent.  The  NSC  Grad- 
uate School  is  the  largest  of  any 
of  the  colleges  and  universities 
under  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Just  10  years  ago,  in  the 
spring  of  1959,  the  Graduate 
School  enrollment  was  165. 

This  spring's  freshman  class  of 
1,695  is  the  largest  number  of 
first-year  students  ever  recorded 
during  a  spring  semester  at 
Northwestern.  The  breakdown 
shows  1,229  sophomores,  878 
juniors,  590  seniors  and  1,095 
graduate  students. 

Of  the  total  enrollment,  2,865 
are  men,  and  2,622  are  women. 

The  increase  in  enrollment  has 
been  felt  throughout  the  campus. 
Director  of  Housing  C.  L.  Starnes 
reports  that  2,832  students  are 
living  on  campus.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  more  than  200  over  last 
spring  and  is  the  largest  number 
of  students  ever  housed  in  dor- 
mitories during  a  spring  semes- 
ter. 

There  are  1,530  men  housed  on 
campus  this  spring  as  compared 
to  1,420  last  year.  Women's  dor- 
mitories report  1,302  residents 
while  last  year's  total  was  1,200. 
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NSF  GRANTS  FOR 
$86,835   RECEIVED 

Northwestern  has  received  five 
grants  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  since  Jan.  1,  totaling 
$86  835,  according  to  President 
Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick. 

A  grant  of  $44,400  was  made 
to  the  college  for  its  Cooperative 
School-College  Science  Program. 
The  program  will  be  directed  by 
Dr.  W.  Grady  Erwin,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Biological  Scien- 
ces. 

Twenty-four  high  school  biolo- 
gy teachers  will  be  selected  to 
participate  in  the  project,  sched- 
uled for  June  3  through  Aug.  1. 

Erwin  will  also  direct  another 
college-school  project,  which  is 
being  financed  by  a  grant  of 
$8,225  from  the  NSF.  This  project 
allows  Northwestern  to  assist 
school  officials  of  Vernon,  Winn 
and  Rapides  Parishes  with  the 
introduction  of  new  science  pro- 
grams into  selected  elementary 
schools. 

Northwestern  has  also  received 
a  grant  of  $15,340  for  a  short 
course  in  chemistry  and  biology. 
The  course.  Recent  Advances  in 
Biochemistry,  will  be  offered  this 
summer. 

Dr.  James  L.  Rhoades  will 
serve  as  course  director.  The 
course  will  be  offered  to  25  col- 
lege and  junior  college  teachers 
of  chemistry  and  biology  to  be 
selected  from  throughout  the  na- 
tion. 

Dr.  Ray  K.  Baumgardncr  will 
direct  a  Secondary  Science  Train- 
ing Program,  which  was  made 
possible  by  a  NSF  grant  of  $11,- 
310.  Twenty-four  high  school  stu- 
dents with  outstanding  ability 
will  be  selected  for  participation 
in  the  program  during  the  sum- 
mer. 

Northwestern  al.so  received  $7,- 
560  for  an  Undergraduate  Re- 
starch  Participation  in  the  biolo- 
gy department. 

The  college  will  use  these 
grant  funds  to  expand  its  under- 
graduate curriculum  by  offering 
and  encouraging  more  indepen- 
dent student  investigations,  par- 
ticularly in  rapidly  expanding 
areas  of  research  in  which  staff 
members  are  engaged. 

Applications  arc  being  accepted 
for  participations  in  the  grant 
programs,  and  more  information 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  the 
Department  of  Biological  Scien- 
ces at  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege.

Applications  are  being  accept- 
ed for  participation  in  an  Insti- 
tute for  Advanced  Study  in  In- 
dustrial Arts  at  Northwestern. 

The  institute,  concerned  with 
curriculum  development  in  jun- 
ior high  school  industrial  arts,  is 
being  sponsored  by  Northwest- 
ern's  Department  of  Industrial 
Education.  The  University  of 
Maryland  is  cooperating  in  the 
project. 

Twenty-five  teachers  from 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Texas  and 
Mississippi  will  be  selected  to 
participate  in  the  institute.  Ap- 
plicants must  be  teachers  of  sev- 
enth through  ninth  grade  indus- 
trial arts  classes. 

Beginning   June    10.   the   eigiit 
week    program    will    contiiuit 
through  Aug.  2,  with  eight  houi> 
of  graduate   credit   being   offend 
for  satisfactory  completion  of  tiie 
institute. 

Included  in  the  program  will 
be  formal  lectures,  seminars,  field 
trips,  laboratory  work,  conferen- 
ces, and  research. 

Participants  arc  eligible  to  re- 
ceive a  stipend  of  $75  a  week  and 
$15  a  week  for  each  dependent. 
They  will  not  be  assessed  tuition 
or  college  fees. 

Dr.  Bill  Shaw,  associate  profes- 
.sor  of  industrial  education  at 
Northwestern,  will  serve  as  di- 
rector of  the  institute,  Karl  Get- 
tlc  of  the  University  of  Maryland 
will  be  associate  director.

Mid-South  Title 

Coach  Armando  Vega's  power- 
ful Northwestern  gymnastics 
team  added  the  Mid-South  Cham- 
pionships to  its  growing  list  of 
victories  Feb.  17,  the  squad's 
sixth  victory  of  the  season 
against  one  loss. 

All-American  Richard  Loyd 
was  the  Demons'  outstanding 
performer,  winning  four  events 
outright  and  tying  with  team- 
mate Jerry  Wang  for  fir.st  in  an- 
other. Loyd  captured  the  side 
horse,  high  bar,  parallel  bars  and 
all-around  and  tied  with  Wang  in 
the  long  horse. 

The  NSC  gymnasts  scored  177.4

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NSC  Cagers  Jell  at  Mid-Season; 
Clinch  Third  Place  Tie  in  GSC 


Coach  Tynes  Hildebrand's  bas- 
ketball Demons,  who  were  as- 
sured of  more  total  victories  than 
last  year,  finished  their  Gulf 
States  Conference  season  with  a 
6-6  record  and  at  least  a  tie  for 
third  place  in  the  league  stand- 
ings. 

After  suffering  a  lop-sided  128- 
82  loss  to  nationally  ranked  Uni- 
versity of  Southwestern  Louisi- 
ana, the  Demons  jelled  and  won 
six  of  their  next  nine  games  and 
had  a  10-11  record  after  21  con- 
tests. 

In  pre-scason  polls.  Northwest- 
ern was  tabbed  to  finish  sixth  in 
the  strong  GSC,  hut  great  nverall 
team  effort  flavored  by  some 
tremendous  individual  perform- 
ances by  James  Wyatt  and  Pete 
Gray  got  the  Demons  moving  in 
the  right  direction. 

Hildebrand's  team  manhandled 
Louisiana  College  103-75  on  Jan. 
20,  with  Wyatt,  Jim  Peffer  and 
Gray  each  scoring  over  20  points 
apiece,  and  Wyatt  snagging  22 
rebounds. 

Two  days  later  NSC  traveled 
to  Thibodaux  and  knocked  off 
NichoIIs  91-77,  as  all  five  Demon 
starters  scored  in  double  figures. 

Powerful  Southern  Mississippi 
stopped  the  Demon  winning 
streak  at  two  by  taking  a  101-87 
decision  at  Hattiesburg.  Gray 
paced  Northwestern  in  that  con- 
test with  27  points. 

Then  it  was  back  on  the  win 
trail  again,  the  Demons  this  time 
upsetting  Southeastern  99-89  in 
overtime.  Gray  netted  30  points 
to  pace  the  NSC  attack,  followed 
by  Peffer  with  22. 

McNeese  then  came  to  Prather 
Coliseum  and  shot  65  per  cent 
from  the  field  to  defeat  North- 
western 99-86,  leaving  NSC  with 
a  3-5  GSC  record  on  Feb.  1.
